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State ballots 
have errors 


Secretary of State March Fong Eu cautions 
California voters that several thousand ballot 
pamphlets were incorrectly printed, and she urges 
all voters to look at their pamphlets as soon 
as they arrive to determine if they have correct 
versions. 

Those persons who receive incomplete 
handbooks and desire new and correct versions, 
should call (800) 345-VOTE or their local elec¬ 
tion officials to obtain them. 

“A printing error was discovered recently 
indicating that some ballot pamphlets ap¬ 
parently have missing pages and some have 
duplicate pages, or both,” Eu reported. “After 
looking into matters with the state printing 
plant, it appears the master printing plates 
for some pages were improperly set up on 
presses. Several thousand incomplete ballot 
pamphlets may have been printed and distri¬ 
buted, and there is no way to determine 
exactly where the wrong versions were sent.” 

Some 10 million ballot pamphlets were 
printed for the Nov. 6 election by the state 
printer, all of which were shipped to post 
offices by the Oct. 16 legal deadline. The 
error was discovered and confirmed immediate¬ 
ly. Those pamphlets still in the mail regional 
distribution centers near Sacramento, the last 
to be shipped, were pulled back for checking, 
and appear to be correct. 

The Office of State Printing is respon¬ 
sible for printing and mailing the state ballot 
pamphlet. 

The State Printer is printing additional 
ballot pamphlets to cover the potential need for 
resupplying voters with the accurate versions. 
The new supply is expected to be available 
immediately. _

Sierra Madre Woman’s Club headquarters, 
Essick House, last week was bursting at the seams 
with Sierra Madreans and other foothill residents 
who wished to hear Dr. Gary Adams’ analysis of 
the propositions being offered in next week’s 
election, Tuesday, Nov. 6. 

Number 25, the Clean Water Bond Law 

would provide for the issuance of $325 million 
in general obligation bonds for water pollution 
control, water conservation and water reclamation 
projects. Of this amount, $250 million would be 
used for the state’s share of federally-assisted sewage 
plans and another $40 million would help small 
communities in cleaning and setting up sewer and 
water treatment facilities. The rest of the money 
would go for a water-reclamation loan program, 
water conservation programs and administration. 

The measure is opposed by the Legislature’s 
only dissenting vote, GOP Assemblyman Don Se¬ 
bastian!, who argues that the proposal is worth¬ 
while but should be funded with existing state 
revenues. Proponents believe that the bond issue is 
the best way to pay for control because it spreads 
the state’s payments out over 20 or 30 years rather 
than the one- or two-year time of construction. 

No. 26 is the State School Building Lease- 
Purchase Bond Law, which provides for the 
issuance of $450 million in general obligation 
bonds to construct or improve public schools. No 
more than $200 million may be used for re¬ 
construction or modernization of existing facilities, 
with the balance going for new construction. In¬ 
terest payments at 10*7o would add $23.6 million 
per year to the overall cost of the program. 


Proponents say the money is necessary because 
many school districts in California desperately need 
to build or remodel their facilities by about $3 
billion statewide. Sebastian!, as well as Dennis 
Brown, believe the state’s indebtedness is already 
too great and that these projects should be funded 
through the state’s general fund. 

The Hazardous Substance Cleanup Bond 
Act, which is Proposition No. 27, would provide 
for a general obligation bond issue of $100 million

Council votes Martin attorney 


At an adjourned meeting, following a person¬ 
nel session Thursday morning, the Sierra Madre 
City Council in a unanimous decision rehired 
Charles Martin as city attorney. 

Sierra Madre Mayor Tom Edwards said, “It 
gives us great pleasure to announce that Charles 
Martin has agreed to come back to Sierra Madre 
as city attorney. We are very happy and feel for¬ 
tunate to have one of the top municipal attorneys 
in California as our city attorney.” 

Martin will receive $7800 yearly. Edwards 
said, “He will attend council meetings only upon 
request of the council for a specific item that 
merits his attendance.” 

Edwards told The News' that no other at¬ 
torneys had been interviewed. 

Martin announced his resignation from the 
Sierra Madre city attorney post in September 
of 1983. “Since then,” the Sierra Madre mayor 


said, “he has been our special counsel. He was 
not paid in 1984 except for the Group W work 
he did for us. His payment was for $1200. He 
only billed us for that — not for any other special 
counsel work since January, 1984.” 

Edwards delivered to The News Tuesday 
morning a copy of a letter he had received, a 
letter which was originally sent to South Pasadena 
Chief of Police Samuel Buntyn from Richard 
Healey, deputy district attorney for Los Angeles 
County District Attorney Robert E. Philibosian 
in the special investigations division. 

In that latter, Martin was cleared of any 
wrongdoing stemming from an investigation 
brought before the district attorney’s office by Bun¬ 
tyn a month ago. The original charge questioned 
whether or not the legal work performed by Charles

We are very disappointed that the 
Sierra Madre City Council, led by Mayor 
Tom Edwards, chose to make a very im¬ 
portant decision last Thursday at 7 a.m., 
two days after their regularly scheduled 
meeting at an “adjourned meeting” and 
in an early morning “personnel session.” 

That decision we’re referring to, of 
course. Is that of naming Charles Martin 
as the city attorney. 

This decision was made at an hour 
when few residents could have attended 
If they had been notified in time for the 
meeting. And, we repeat, the adjourned 
meeting was held Just two days after a 
light agenda meeting that Is the REGU¬ 
LAR meeting date. 

Surely they could have sneaked this 
decision into Tuesday evening’s session 
(that is televised, also) had they chosen 
to do so. 

Also from city hall.. 

Recalling how our city council, led by 
Mayor Tom Edwards, chose a city attorney 
at dawn two days after a regular meeting, 
we’re wondering If that’s how they are 
going to decide the long-awaited fate of 
Group W? Will Sierra Madre citizens be 
denied a popular, familiar meeting time for 
the council again? Or will the Group W 
decision be made behind closed doors, at 
an “executive session,” in the early morn¬ 
ing or late night hours? 

Or will they succumb to propriety 
and let the town in on their meeting 
schedule so we can all be privy to the im¬ 
portant proceedings of our city governing 
group? 

We hope they will choose the latter 
. . . and we hope Sierra Madreans won’t 
have to wait much longer for the Group 
W decision. After all, it’s already been a 
year since this particular hassle started. 

Traffic accidents 
up, more anests 

More motorists are being hurt or kill¬ 
ed in California traffic accidents thus far 
this year, but more are also being arrested 
by the Highway Patrol for driving under the 
i Influence. 

CHP records show that 2324 people 
died in traffic accidents statewide be¬ 
tween January and June of this year, an 
Increase of nearly 9% over the same 
period in 1983 when 2135 died. Included 
In the 1984 data are 1240 people who 
died In alcohol-related accidents, a Jump 
of almost 11% over the same period last 
year. 

Arrests by the patrol for driving under 
the influence have climbed more than 
5% this year, according to CHP Com¬ 
missioner James E. Smith. He said CHP 
made 112,072 drunk driving arrests through 
September of this year, compared to 
106,682 in 1983. 

CHP records also show that more 
than 145,000 people have been injured in 
traffic wrecks thus far in 1984, an increase 
of about 4% over last year’s six-month 
Injury total. Alcohol-involved accidents 
have accounted for 32,204 of this year’s 
injuries, up slightly from 1983.

Martin for Sierra Madre and Temple City should 
have been performed at all since there was a pos¬ 
sibility Martin had not been freed by a restricting 
contract for the city of South Pasadena. 

; At one time. South Pasadena had requested 
that Martin work for them and only one other 
ctty. Martin originally chose Irwindale as that other 
city. A group of South Pasadenans, according to 
iriformation received by The News from these 
irtdividuals, felt Martin should not be working for 
either Sierra Madre or Temple City since, they 
said, he had contracted with South Pasadena for 
a full-time position, certifying he had severed 
“public officer positions” with all other cities 
save Irwindale. 

The district attorney’s office found for Martin, 
saying he had notified the city council of South 
Pasadena that he intended to continue working for 
both Sierra Madre and Temple City “on an interim 
jbasis.” They also concluded that the South Pasa- 
Idena City Council had consented to that arrange¬ 
ment when it unanimously voted its full confi¬ 
dence to Martin on Sept. 19, 1984. 

Martin told The News Tuesday morning, “1 
was irritated because it (the charge) was a bunch 
of nothing brought on by political infighting and 
improper investigating by the (South Pasadena) 
police department which the district attorney re¬ 
jected out of hand without my appearing. 1 am re¬ 
lieved and yet disappointed that the daily papers 
have not seen fit to publish a clearance ... I feel 
better that a clearance has been issued. The dailies 
made it out that I was one guilty guy.” 

In a typewritten statement dated Oct. 26, ..lartin

said in part, “In my opinion, the charge was in¬ 
vestigated by the (South Pasadena) police either 
unprofessionally or incompetently (with ‘conven¬ 
ient’ leaks to the press) sic.

‘scandal’, omitting, intentionally, all exculpatory 
evidence and facts in order to sensationalize. 

“Before considering my attorney’s advice con¬ 
cerning retaliation, I shall await with great interest 
the reaction now of those who have sought to hurt 
me and the city (of South Pasadena).” 

Martin told The News he starts Nov. 1 with 
Sierra Madre as city attorney and that he continues 
to work for Irwindale as city manager and city 
attorney. 

“There is no change in my position in Temple 
City,” he said, referring to his position as city at¬ 
torney on an interim basis — “until they find some¬ 
one,” Martin added.

Large indu.strial users 
are required to pay an annual surcharge rather than a 
service charge. The current surcharge rate is SI26 per 
million gallons, $9.90 per 1,000 pounds of chemical oxygen 
demand, and $39.20 per 1,000 pounds of suspended 
solids. All service charge and surcharge revenues are used 
for providing wastewater treatment services.

Court’s appellate procedures and bring them into 
line with those of 48 other state high courts. The 
measure is also supported by the State Bar and by 
the California Taxpayers Association. 

The measure is opposed by GOP Assemblyman 
Bill Leonard who claims it is a power grab on 
behalf of Supreme Court justices. 

No. 33, Property Tax Postponement for 
Disabled Persons is a constitutional amendment 
that would allow disabled and blind persons to 
defer property tax payments. This is the third 
constitutional amendment placed on the ballot by 
the Legislature. It would authorize the Legislature 
to extend deferred property tax payments to disabled 
(including blind) persons, regardless of age. The 
legislative analyst estimates that, if passed, the 
measure would cost the state less than $2 million 
a year.

No. 41, Public Aid and Medical Assistance 
Programs would require niajor reductions in wel¬ 
fare aid to families and to Medi-Cal, the program 
that finances health care for the poor. 

4l would require that state, 
federal and county spending on Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children (AFDC), Medi-Cal and 
several smaller programs in California total no more 
than the average spent by the other 49 states, 
plus 10%.

The monthly benefit for an AFDC family of 
three with no other income would have dropped 
from $506 to $223. It would have cut AFDC 
benefits by 60% and Medi-Cal benefits by 36%. 

It is said that California has the most expen¬ 
sive welfare system in the United States. With 
10% of the nation’s population, California makes 
about 20% of all welfare expenditures. 

Arguments against include those made by 
senior citizen groups who oppose the measure. 
Seniors say that the proposition would harm, the 
elderly because so many of them receive health 
care through the Medi-Cal program. The California 
Medical Association, the California Hospital As¬ 
sociation and other groups that provide services to 
Medi-Cal recipients say the program has already 
been cut severely by budget crunches during the 
past two years and that another billion-dollar cut 
would risk the health of three million Californians.
